2 British Fleets 


Already on Site 
For Jap War 


LONDON, Dec. 10,—(4)—Brit- 
ain now has two naval fleets to 
hurl against the Japanese in the 
Far East—one in the Pacific and 
the other in the Indian Ocean, 

These first major steps to im- 
plement Prime Minister Church- 
ill’s promise that Britain would 
send the greatest possible forces 
to the Orient to help defeat Japan 
were disclosed to t when the 
admiralty announced appointment 
of the men who are to command 
the new fleets. 

The new forces are: The British 
Pacific fleet, an entirely new com- 
mand under Adm. Sir Bruce A. 
Fraser 


The fleet of the East Indies sta- 
tion under Vice Adm. Sir Arthur 
J. Power. 

Fraser since August has been 


commander in chief of the eastern | 


fleet and Power his second in com- 
mand. Under the new division 
Power becomes commander in 
chief of the East Indies station, a 
command, which’ lapsed when the 
Japanese overran the Malayan 
peninsula and captured Singapore. 
The admiralty declined to de- 
scribe the precise limits of Fraser’s 
new command, but informed quar- 
ters believed his fleet would op- 
erate in any section of the Pacific 
where. its power was needed. 
It was believed there would be 
no appointment of a supreme Al- 
lied commander responsible to the 
combined chiefs of staff, but that 
Fraser’s fleet would operate under 
command of Adm. Nimitz in the 
central: Pacific and under Gen. 
MacArthur. in the southwest Pa- 
cific, as strategy demands. 


Ask Permanent 


‘Army-Navy Staff 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—(?)— 
First direct step toward consolidat- 
ing the Army and Navy by 
statute, legislation to establish the 
joint chiefs of staff as a permanent 
body, will face the new congress. 

It was introduced last week in 
the house by Chairman May, Dem- 
ecrat, Kentucky, of the Military 
Committee and Chairman Vinson, 
Democrat, Georgia, of the Naval 
Committee, but will not be pushed 
during the remaining days of the 
present session. The joint chiefs, 
whose purpose is co-ordination, in- 
cludes the heads of the services 
and the President’s chief of staff. 

“We just want to get the subject 
before congress ahd have a bill 
ready for action next month,” May 
said in an interview. “The mem- 
bers will have an opportunity to 
study it between now and the 
time the new congress convenes.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—(#)—None of the major categories of 
combat munitions met its October schedule, the War Production Board 


reported today. : 

The report placed the value of 
the month’s munitions output at 
$5,240,000,000, substantially ‘he 
same as in September. On an over- 
all basis, production fell 2 per cent 
behind reduced schedules set at 
the beginning of the month 

As a group, the “critical pro- 
grams” gained 6 per cent over the 
September output. Increases rang: 
ed from small to sizable. Major 
increases included: communica- 
tions wire, 10 per cent; trucks over 
10 tons, and cotton duck of tents, 
13 per cent; general purpose and 
fragmentation bombs, 11 per cent; 
tanks, 20 per cent. 

“In spite of the October gains,” 
the board said, “the critical pro- 
grams must still improve much 
more than they did if the armed 
forces are to get all the critical 
supplies called for in their stated 
requirements. 

“For example, a rise of 55 per 
cent over the October rate is re- 
quired in November and Decem- 
ber for Army heavy artillery to 
meet the 1944 stated requirements; 
even this goal is below computed 
requirements.” , 

Production behind schedule in- 


cluded heavy bombers, heavy am- 
munition and artillery, heavy 
trucks, assault transports and as- 
sault cargo ships, cotton duck, and 
spare parts for the fleet. 

October production (dollar val- 
ue) compared with September and 
the October schedule: 

Aircraft (airframes, engines, 
propellers, spare parts and equip- 
ment), down 4 per cent from Sep- 
tember; 3 per cent below October 
schedule. 

Ships (value of work done on 
Army, Navy and Maritime Com- 
mission ships, including mainte- 


nance and repair), no change; 1. 


per cent below. 


Guns and fire control, up 4 per 


cent; 3 per cent below. 

Ammunition, no change; 2 per 
cent below, 

Combat and motor vehicles, up 
4 per cent; 5 per cent below. 

Communications and electronic 
equipment, up 5 per cent; 6 per

Other equipment and supplies, 
up 3 per cent; 1 per cent below.

We Didn't Like 
‘Scalawags in 1865 


What we most lack about the situation in 
Greece is information, or news. 


Here is the best illustration of the day for. 


the American Society of Newspaper Editors’ campaign for an abun- 
dant. and free flow of information. : 

“We don’t know much about the situation in Greece or Italy or 
in Belgium and Holland where ‘similar trouble is being met. We 
are most concerned with Greece because it happens to be the only 
country entirely cleared of the enemy, and as such has provided the 
first problem of establishing a government. | 

It is perfectly obvious that power politics is involved. England 
properly wants some control of the vital Mediterranean. But no 
one in the government has said what is what. It couldn’t be that 
these men now termed “gangsters” were heroes a few weeks ago 
‘when they were fighting Germans. The atmosphere. could be 


cleared immediately if the British government were to announce 


it had no interest in restoring the discredited Greek king. It was 
perfectly plain all through the long occupation of Greece that the 
Greek government in exile was not popular with the Greeks. 
Indeed; one or two regiments of the Greek army mutinied rather 
than fight for the king and he had to make a statement he would 
abide by the result of a plebiscite of the people before attempting 
to return to Greece. 

The Greeks demonstrated by their fight against the Italians that 
they were made of strong stuff and that in them burned the de- 
sire to be free. They fought well in guerrilla groups 
force is now coming out of hiding. 

It just isn’t good sense to expect them to welcome back all 
those who ran away and lived easily while the Germans were there. 
It will be a grave mistake if they try to obscure the whole issue 
with the one issue of Communist influence. That issue is there, of 
course, and the one sure way to strengthen it and give it a martyr- 
like status is to uphold, by force of arms, a government the people 
don’t want. And by “people” I mean those who stayed and took 
it. ‘They know who collaborated and who was “friendly” to the 


Germans, 

The South As a matter of fact the history of the south after 
the Civil War is a very good illustration. We got 

beat and we got beat bad. Then we got occupied and for a period 

which extended about 10 years in some states stayed occupied. 

It was a period much worse than the war tiself. The war had some 

dignity. The reconstruction did not, 

In the south at that time there were those who, usually for 
gain, collaborated with the carpetbagger governments. Our word 
for them was “scalawag.” Many a fortune of today was established 
in those corrupt days when southern “collaborationists” joined 
with the occupying forces in exploiting the government. 

It was indeed a tragic era, and the cold facts are revolting and 
incredible in their depth of cynical, corrupt, vicious acts. We 
had our own guerrilla groups, of which the Ku Klux Klan of that 
period, which included, on best information, Catholics and Jews, is 
a good example. 

The era ended, as it had to end. And in the months before 
it ended most of the collaborationist “scalawags” fled along with 
the carpetbagger, who saw the end coming. Nathan Bedford 
Forrest dissolved the Klan, and most of the other guerrilla groups, 
neglected in history because some of them were composed of what 
today we would call gangsters, likewise quit. 

But the people never forgave those who had collaborated with 
the occupation government. Most of them had to move to other 
states or leave the south entirely to escape the social and moral 
stigma placed upon them. Some had their houses burned and a 
few were killed. 

There was plenty of hate and bitterness. 

We have preached, all through this war, 
And 50, Today that it was a war to bring about more free- 
dom and liberty and human rights. 

We needn't deceive ourselves that this was not a powerful = 
on our side. It awakened hope in the hearts and minds of a 
peoples everywhere, 

And the people who had to stay at home when the Germans 
came to Belgium, Holland, Greece and the other nations, couldn’t 
very well get away. Those who did escape were formed into gov- 
ernments in exile and they were politically convenient. But it 
was never right to say they really represented the peoples they 
had left behind, 

The people who remained had to remain, but they didn’t have to 
collaborate. It was more convenient to do so. For instance, the 
Belgian owners of coal mines, it now is revealed, collaborated so 
well the Germans paid them bonuses. That is one of the factors 
of discontent in Belgium. But most of the peoples didn’t collaborate. 
Thousands of them became “underground” workers and fighters. 

They won’t welcome back the ones who left. And they won't 
fail to protest at elevation of those who stayed but did not oppose 
the Germans, 

It isn’t easy. No one thought it would be easy. 

It would be simpler if, we knew all the story—in Greece and 
of our own failures in Italy. ae

Demography, according to Webster’s Diction- 

Aa ary, is the study of populations and their trends. 

gta “g Demography, according to the long-scale plans 
of Germany, is the method by which they will win the next, the 
Third World War, they are planning even as they go down to defeat. 

Whether the Allied nations can yet halt German success in the 
demographic war, is doubtful. Certainly they cannot stop this fear- 
ful strategy, now under way, unless they realize fully the German 
program. 

Briefly, it is the German idea to simultaneously increase their 
own population and weaken the populations of other nations, to 
such an extent that they will have an overwhelming superiority in 
manpower for that next war of which they are already dreaming. 

They have succeeded, to shocking extent, in that part of their 
program involving other nations. The manner in which they are 
seeking to increase their own population is morally shocking to 
decent peoples, yet they are going into it in a deliberate, cold- 


blooded way, 

Under Nazi occupation the peoples of 
Four Ruthless Years other European countries have been 
systematically starved, slaughtered and weakened. Here are some 
results: : 

Tuberculosis in Belgium, during the four years of Nazi control, 
increased 300 per cent.. An even greater increase in that disease 
is expected in Holland, where thousands are on the verge of star- 
vation. . 

Tens of thousands: have starved to death, literally, in Greece 
and hundreds of thousands more have been so weakened they are 
but shadows of men. 

One-half of Italy’s children die under one year of age because 
-of malnutrition. A fifth of Rome’s population has tuberculosis. 

These are but the results of deliberate effort by the Nazis to 
enfeeble whole populations of those they term “inferior peoples,” 
where they could not ruthlessly exterminate. 

The world knows of the millions slain by fiendish, cold-blooded 
purpose in the slaughter pens of Poland, Czechoslovakia and other 
eastern European countries. , 

Behind it all has always been the deliberate purpose of weaken- 
ing all Europe outside of Germany, to make that continent easy 
victim for the next German assault. 


Y : There is, though, the other side of the 
On the Other Side shield. The Germans are determined to 


increase their own population by any means available. 

They have forced millions of men of other nations into Germany 
as slave labor for their factories, even as conscripts for their armies. 
Do not doubt that all of these who meet the fantastic Nazi “blood 
requirements” will be held in Germany, as prospective fathers of 
the next generation. 

Heinrich Himmler has said “Germany must produce enough 
births to compensate for war losses.” In a recent “message to 
German womanhood,” Himmler proclaimed, “A young girl who 
shirks her highest duty is just as much a traitor as a soldier who 
abandons the flag. For pureblooded girls there is a war duty 
nnn marriage: to become mothers by soldiers leaving for the 

ont. 

“Das Schwarze Korps,” editorially calls upon German women 
and girls, “not to allow a soldier’s furlough to go by ‘unprofitably.’ 
Since not all soldiers are on leave at the same. time, and since 
the individual soldier is in a position to help numerous women to 
fulfill their ‘national duty’ in the interest of the fatherland, a 
German woman should never say ‘no’ to'a German soldier, even 
if he is not her husband, fiance, or even acquaintance.” 


. “qe : ‘* So-called “scientists” among the Nazis fol- 
Nazi Scientists low the same line. Professor Ernst 
Bergman, of Leipzig, says “there are plenty of willing and qualified 


German youths ready to mate with available women and girls. 


Fortunately, one boy of good race suffices for 20 girls.” 

Professor Friedrich Burgdoerfer, population statistician, address- 
ing married couples, said “every marriage capable and worthy of 
propagating the race must produce at least four or five children. 
In the case of marriage partners of higher capacity ... six, seven, 
or even more children are required.” |

Censored reports and official 
communiques told us of a great 
naval victory in the Philippines, 
and all of these reports were true.

The Japs struck in three prongs, 
each force led by battleships, The 
one comihg.from the south was 
met by our surface ships and 
wholly destroyed. The largest one, 
coming from the north, was partly 
destroyed and turned back. But

—four battleships, seven cruisers 
—_ nine destroyers—reached its

Though crippled by our carrier 
planes, it raced between the is- 
lands at top speed all night and at 
dawn broke into the open. 

The Jap admiral had achieved 
surprise, Our planes were still on 
deck. The sea was full of ships 
protected only by a few smaller 
size carriers and a few destroyers. 

Our ships scattered and ran for 
it, but the faster Jap ships began 
to circle them, every gun blazing. 

Men on our carriers worked 
frantically to get planes into. the 
air, but one carrier was quickly 
shot to pieces and went down. 

Three destroyers made a suicide 
charge at the Jap battleships, hop- 
ing to get within torpedo range 
before they were mortally hurt. 

With a little more willingness to 
die, the Jap might have finished 
every ship in sight; but he had 
heard the appeal for help and 
knew it was coming fast; he had 
lost two cruisers and a destroyer; 
and he.turned and fled back the 
way he had come.

Similar assurances have come from G. Edward Pendray, of 
Pittsburgh, secretary of the American Rocket Society. ae 

The British expert concedes that it might be possible for the 
Germans to launch a few rockets or flying bombs across the At 
lantic to New York or other east coast cities, but “not on any large 
scale and not with any degree of accuracy.” 


Mr. Pendray went on to say that while it is pos- 
sible for the Germans to hurtle their rockets across the Atlantic, 
the amount of explosives such projectiles might carry would ren- 
der the attempt impractical. 


It seems logical, therefore, that the Germans would not want 
to waste their time and energies in such a futile undertaking. 
Reason would seem to dictate that they concentrate their rocket 
attacks on Great Britain, where they are likely to do the most 
damage. . | 

But the Nazis are not accustomed to doing things with reason 
always. It might well be that they consider the ad- 
vantages of a rocket attack on New York as far outweighing the 
practical results to be obtained. 

Hence it would not be surprising to government officials to 
see some rash attempt made to fire a few rockets in our direction. 
It would give the Nazi propagandists an ‘opportunity to say that 
New York was being bombarded the same as London and Berlin. 

Little is known about the V-3 other than an announcement by 
the Nazis that such a rocket is in existence. It is claimed to be 
an advanced step over the V-2 flying bomb recently introduced 
against England with uncertain results. 

Whereas the V-2 has an outside range of 200 to 250 miles, the 
V-3 is claimed to be capable of much greater distances. The best 
information at hand indicates that it is a radio-piloted version of 
the V-2, weighing 15 tons, with a range up to miles and carry- 
ing an explosive charge of three or four tons, 

If these specifications are correct, the Germans obviously 
would not be able to launch them against the United States from 
any European bases now in their possessidn, They could do so 
only in one or two other ways. Either they might equip some of 
their lortg-range submarines with launching platforms and send 
them close enough to our shores to fire the rockets, or they might 
launch them from long-range bombers, whose crews would have to 
parachute to the ocean and be picked up by U-boats after the fly- 
ing bombs were released.

On that basis, a V-3 fired at New York 7 conceivably 
fall in Massachusetts or Maryland, assuming t it m be pos- 
ae the Germans to. get close enough to our shores launch- 
ng it. 

Except for the possibility of some chance hit, there doesn’t 
seem to be any cause for concern over the German threats, as 
the scientists have assured us. — 

What we do need to be concerned about, however, is the real 


} danger that will confront us from missiles of the kind in the next 


war, if there is to be another war, Scientists now recognize that 
within a few years all of the leading nations will have perfected 
rocket bombs to the point where they can be used against targets 
several thousand miles away, fired either from. ships at sea or 
from land bases. . 

If another war is allowed to come among the major powers, 
every American city from New York to San Francisco could be 
made a front-line target. E 

The very thought of such a thing is horrible enough to inspire 
us to every effort toward bringing about ea world organization to 
enforce peace, whatever the mearis . may. be necessary to that end.

Shortage 


NEW YORK.—lIn all our excite 
ment over the cigaret shortage, the 
most practical and beneficial so- 
lution has been completely _ig- 
nored. That is to cut them out 
entirely. Instead, rationing has 
been suggested and the voluntary 
curtailment of individual quotas 
and so firmly are the people held 
in the grip of this narcotic addic- 
tion that we have gone at the 
problem with an obviously false 


assumption that the lack of them | 


impairs the efficiency of war work- 
ers in the fectories, of soldiers 
and of men and women who work 
with the brain rather than the 
hand. 

This impairment is real in the 
sense that smokers become wor- 
ried and, some of us, almost fran- 
tic when cigarets are not to be 
had or supplies dwindle. In that 
situation, as we heard last week, 
people actually take time off from 
their jobs to hunt from store to 
store or stand in line and, in that 
immediate sense, war production 
probably would suffer. 

The actual cause of the impair- 
ment, ‘however, is not the short- 
age of cigarets but the cigaret 
habit itself through which the 
American people consume every 
day tons of dangerous poisons and 
constantly reduce our normal ef- 
ficiency. No honest physician can 
say that cigarets are good for any 
person in any circumstances, No 
honest doctor can deny that they 
are harmful in many ways for 
there is much scientific literature, 
never disputed, to show that they 
impose strains on the heart and 
circulatory system and cause irri- 
tations in the throat which invite 
infections. 

A few years ago, as an excuse 
for another New Deal attack on 
the American newspapers, one of 
the more noisy Washington bu- 
reaucrats accused the press of 
stifling or minimizing a report con- 
demning cigarets on approximate- 
ly these grounds. It must be ad- 
mitted that the document received 
small attention but the insinuation 
that this editorial judgment was 
dictated by considertaion of the 
advertising revenue from cigaret 
companies did not logically follow. 
The story might have been played 
across the top of page one without 
diminishing cigaret sales by as 
much as a single pack in the en-

against cigarets would accomplish 
no good and would only invite 
derision and get it in good meas- 
ure. Nor is it necessary for cig- 
arét companies to give away sam- 
ples to the young to catch them 
in the toils of the vice. The 
young, as they reached their ad- 
vanced teens, take naturally to 
smoking in such overwhelming 
proportion that the few boys and 
girls who stand off the habit are 
regarded as eccentrics rather than 
as normal youngsters who prefer 
to stay normal. Whether this in- 
evitable drift into the unhappy 
state of addiction is a matter of 
emulation or an effect of heredity 
is less important than the fact that 
it is inevitable, It is apparent that 
a majority of each new genera- 
tion are doomed to be cigaret 
smokers and, judging by the sta- 
tistics on consumption, the pro- 
portion grows year by year. 
The attitude of doctors in gen- 
eral is puzzling here. The best 
that any reputable scientific man 
can say of cigaret addiction is 
that an occasional cigaret, of it- 
self, does so little harm that it 
may be smoked without any 
thought of the consequences. The 
minute quantity of poison in one 
cigaret or one a day would cause 
no inconvenience to any normally 
healthy person. But all medical 
men know that there is, practi- 
cally, no such thing as one cigaret 
or one a day. Smokers consumed 
20 or more or none at all, ag all 
medical men know, and the effect 
of such quantities cannot be de- 
nied. They are definitely bad and 
many of them irreparable. Yet 
few smokers are flatly ordered to 
quit the habit cold until they have 
so far impaired their health that 
to continue might be fatal. 
Oddly, strong as a habit is, pa- 
tients who are put on warning 
that they must break it off sharp 
or die, usually are able to do so 
with no great inconvenience. Let 
the doctor warn a patient that 


he has a dangerous heart condi- 
tion aggravated by cigarets or an 
irritation which might be malig- 
nant and the victim has no trou- 
ble quitting. 

Smokers, by the way, are, as a 
class the most inconsiderate of all 
human beings, including their vice 
to the distress of those who do 
not smoke in all manner of places 
where, by good manners, smoking 
should be forbidden. A reason- 
ably polite male who may , take 
some pride in his consideration of 
women, will remove his hat when 
entering an elevator in a hotel 
where women are fellow passen- 
gers, but continue to blow fumes 
from a cigaret, pipe or cigar, un- 
conscious that he is inflicting rea 
distress on innocent victims. They 
smoke in railroad cars sitting right 
under “No Smoking” signs to the 
distress of scores of others and 
ignoring the facilities of cars re- 
served for smokers. They light 
up in dining cars and, of course, 
in all restaurants and in the 
stifling tunnels of Grand Central 
as the people leave the cars and 
inch their way in close jams up 
the ramps to the open air of the 
waiting roorhs, 

In this war, we have lost im- 
portant production because factory 
regulations, dictated by safety and 
efficiency, forbade smoking and 
the smokers, unable to restrain 
themselves, walked out. Many 
miners have lost fheir lives 
through explosions caused by 
smokers who smuggled matches 
and cigarets below ground con- 
cealed in their shoes and caps. 

Altogether, it is a vice with no 
compensating good effect, the abo- 
lition of which, however, would 
cause violence in the streets and 
serious economic troubles in Vir- 
ginia, the Carolinas and Georgia 
in the United States Treasury and 
in the wide field of employment, 
all of which indicates the extent 
to which we live by the grace of 
a great national weakness.

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North Carolina's Poll Tax Experience 


(Editor’s Note. Yesterday Dr. 
Newton reviewed the history of 
the poll tax in. Georgia. To- 
day’s column, a continuation of 
yesterday’s, relates North Caro- 
lina’s experience with the levy.) 


In 1931 under the administre 
tion of former Governor Russell 
the constitution was again amend- 
ed requiring only the payment of 
poll tax in order to be eligible to 
vote. This constitutional amend- 
ment, however, did not affect the 
other qualifications for voting. 


You will observe that in the 
first legislative expression, to-wit 
the act of July 31, 1783, poll taxes 
were levied upon free men and 
slaves, black and white, and no 
reference\is made in this act to 
the question of voting. Voting was 
referred to in the act of 1785 but 
in many, many more of them sub- 
sequently no reference to voting 
was made, We have been so often 
criticized by people from other 
sections to the effect that the poll 
tax had its birth as a measure de- 
signed solely to prevent the Ne- 
groes from voting and so little has 
been known of the origin and his- 
tory of our poll tax laws. 


With yesterday’s review of how 
Georgia came to have a poll tax, 
for which information I again ex- 
press thanks to Sec. of State John 
B. Wilson, we may more reason- 
ably raise the question: What 
would be the effect upon Georgia, 
politically, racially or financially, 
if the poll tax were abolished? 
In this connection, I cite the fact 
that in the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1944, Georgia collected $403,- 
685.80 in the form of poll tax. 


Since any answer to what would 
happen in Georgia, should the poll 
tax be abolished, it necessarily 
speculative until we try it, it 
would seem that the best way to 
gauge what might happen here 
would be to look at what did hap- 
pen in a sister state, where gen- 
eral conditions are much the same 
as in Georgia. I therefore cite the 
testimony of Gov, Broughton of 
North Carolina, as pertinent. And 
it will be kept in mind that Gov. 
Broughton reports on a situation 
over a period of 24 years—a rea- 
sonably fair period in which to 
reach a conclusion, 


In a personal letter, Gov. 
Broughton says: 


“I do not hesitate to say that 
here in North Carolina, where 24 
years ago we abolished the poll 
tax as a prerequisite for voting, 
we have been highly pleased with 
the results. No responsible leader 
would for a moment suggest a re- 
turn to the old conditions.” 

Goy. Broughton enclosed a copy 
of his address at the New York 
Herald Tribune Forum, October 
18, 1944, on “Poll Taxes and 
Voting Rights,” from which I 
quote: 

“North Carolina abolished the 
poll tax as a qualification for vot- 
ing 24 years ago, and has never 
regretted such action. The dire 
predictions made by opponents of 
repeal never came true, and to- 
day there is absolutely no senti- 
ment in our state for re-enacting 
such laws. ‘s 

“The earlier repealing action in 
North Carolina, and more recently 


see, and the modifications in Geor- 
gia, did not come as a result of 
congressional threat or outside agi- 
tation, but because of growing 
sentiment within these states that 
the poll tax is wrong and ought 
to go. In fact, it is not unreason- 
able to predict that without any 
federal action the poll tax within 
a relatively few years will be 
abolished in all the remaining poll 
tax states. This unmistakable 
trend will be retarded only by, 
threat of federal legislation or at- 
i dictation from the out- 
side, 


“There ig every reason why this 
trend toward poll tax repeal by 
State action should continue. In 
the first place, the elimination of 
such deterrent on the right to vote 
is in line with a deep and growing 
sense of democracy in its broadest 
and finest expression. It is the 
same sentiment that at long last 
eliminated property holding as a 
qualification for voting. In the 
second place, the wholly satisfac- 
tory experience of those southern 
states that have repealed the tax is 
inevitably having its effect on the 
remaining eight states. 

“There is a popular, though er- 
roneous conception, that the poll 
tax is a southern creation. As a 
matter of fact, it is the oldest 
form of tax recorded in history. It 
was known — the Mongols 
and was levied by the ancient 
Greeks and Romans. It was adopt- 
ed as a method of taxation in Eng- 
land over six centuries ago. In the 
early ‘days it was graduated, par- 
taking of the principle of the in- 
come tax, and was so considered 
by Adam Smith in his ‘Wealth of 
Nations,’ published in 1776. 

“Another erroneous assumption 
is to the effect that the poll tax 
as a qualification for vo was 


.a device solely for the purpose of 


preventing the Negro from voting. 
Such is not the case. It was not 
until 1890—long after the Ne 

had been enfranchised, that this 
form of vote-restricting legislation 
began to appear. It coincided with 
the appearance of populism and 


throughout many sections of the 
nation. Too widespread 

among the masses to loo 
dangerous to the conservative and 
politically ruling class. It was 
easier and less expensive to con- 
trol smaller voting groups. Thus 
the poll tax as a voting qualifica- 
tion had its beginning. The poor- 
er classes among the whites were 
led to accept a status of virtual 
disfranchisement by the specter 
of Negro domination which was 
vividly pictured.

How To Trim 
Your Figure 
By Calisthenics 


By IDA JEAN KAIN. 

There is as much difference be- 
tween the bloomer girls’ calis- 

and our streamlined 
smoothies as there is between the 
old Model T and an airplane. Mod- 
ern calisthenics are so good that 
it’s no trick at all to slim three 
inches off the waistline and four 
inches off the hips. 

But there is no sense in steam- 
ing through any set of calisthenics 
. » « exercise is not reducing. It 
doesn’t take off pounds. But it’s 
slimming ... it trims off inches. 
And the more accurate each move- 
ment is, the more slimming the 
exercise. Any exercise worth do- 
ing is worked out by kinesology, 
which is the science of bodily 
movement. Always start an ex: 
ercise from the right position, 
make each movement precise so 
as to reach ‘he muscles that need 
toning. 

For a waistline that is three or 
more inches larger than the bust, 
the best exercises are those that 
involve stretching, plus side bend- 
ing. And when there is nothing 
wrong with the lower back, a 
twist can be added. Here is an 
easy version of the stretch-bend ... 

Position: Standing, arms stretch- 
ed overhead, abdominal muscles 
pulled up, have feet apart. 

Movement: Bend at the waist, 
sidewards, back to position and 
bend to the other side. Concen- 
trate all of the upstretch a 
the middle of the figute, keep the 
shoulders relaxed and do not let 
hips jut out at the side or in back. 
Bend only as far as you can with- 
out taking feet off floor. Six side 
bends are enough for a starter, 
later increase to 12, and finally to 
25. Accuracy slims the waistline 
faster than speed. 

With the stretch twist combina- 
tion, stretch up first, twist sharply
